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CHEAP WHEAT, DEAR COAL 


The prairie provinces have shipped approxim- 
ately 200 million bushels of wheat of last year’s 
crop from the lake ports. There is probably 50 
millions more to ship. For purposes of calcula- 
tion this wheat inay be said to be worth 250 mil- 
lion dollars at the head of the lakes, Its value 
represents the greatest addition of the year to 
the wealth of Canada. It is not an exchange of 
@money between different people or different 
parts of the same country. The wheat goes out 
and the money comes in, a clear addition to the 
national wealth. All three provinces share in the 
production of the wheat. 

Of the three prairie provinces Alberta is the 
great coal producer. Its annual production 
reaches six million tons. Estimating an average 
value of $4 a ton at the mine, the Alberta coal in- 
dustry earns 24 million dollars a year. In addi- 
tion the consumer pays transportation and dis- 
tribution charges. Practically the total coal pro- 
duction of the prairie provinces is consumed with- 
in those provinces. While wheat production brings 
a quarter of a billion of new money into the prairie 
west every year, coal production does not bring in 
one cent, because the amount exported to other 
countries or even to other provinces is negligible. 
Wheat we sell to the world. Coal we buy from 
each other. The sale of wheat increases the wealth 
of all. The sale of coal transfers money from the 
producer to the consumer. The foreign consumer 
pays for the wheat. The home consumer pays for 
the coal. 

The producer of the wheat is in large measure 
the consumer of the coal. The money for which 
he sells his wheat to the foreign consumer is the 
money that enables him to pay the home producer 
for the coal that he must have if he would live. 
He cannot corner the market in which he sells his 
wheat, but the market in which he buys his coal 
can be cornered on him,

And yet a measure of skill and experience is ne 
cessary in all these callings. 

The consumer of course pays all the costs of 
all the processes by which the coal is transferred 
from the seam where nature placed it to his coal 
bin or store house ready for his use. These costs 
include investment in plant and development; 
labor, transportation and distribution costs and | 
government royalties and taxes. Aside from the} 
cost of transportation, which is great or small as} 
the hau) is long or short, the labor cost is the prin 
cipal factor in fixing the price of coal to the con- | 
sumer. It is conceivable that low wages to miners | 
might not mean cheap coal to the consumer, In- 
creased returns on investment, increased distribu 
tion charges, increased costs of transportation or | 
increased government taxes might increase the cos 
ta the consumer, although miners’ wages were not 
increased. But as a matter of fact, unlimited com. | 
petition has kept down the charges on investment 
Transportation costs and government taxes have 
been increased, but the increases have not bulked | 
large in the total price of his coal to the consumer, 

Allegations of undue distribution charges have 


been made from time to time that may or may not} _ 


be well founded; but after all charges, and all in- 
creases of charges, have been counted and allowed 
for, the labor cost is the principal factor in fixing 
the cost of coal to the consumer and in increasing 
or decreasing that cost. 

Every man who puts honest labor into an 
honest calling is entitled to a fair rate of pay for 
his work. Coal mining is a laborious work, and 
carries an element of risk in greater degree than 
most other unskilled occupations, That measure 
of risk is entitled to be considered in estimating 
the rate of wages to be paid. At the same time the 
coal mining industry has certain advantages, one 
of which is that it is essentially a winter occupa- 
tion. That is, the demand for coal in this country 
being so much greater in winter than in summer, 
by following some other vocation in summer the 
coal miner can fill in his year with steady work, 
while other men must expend during the enforced 
idleness of winter what they have earned during 
the busy summer. 

Coal is essential to transportation and indus- 
try the year round. On the prairie during approx- 
imately five months of every year it is essential 
to the maintenance of life itself. The possibilities 
of such a situation have not escaped the attention 
of the leaders of coal miners’ organizations, Dur- 
ing the years of the war the national government 
of the day adopted a policy of ‘‘Peace at any 
price’’ with the coal miners through their organi- 
zations. As a result miners’ wages were pushed 
upward time after time, with or without excuse, 
until the unskilled labor of the coal mines was 
paid as much as, or more than, the labor of the 
skilled artizan in the factory or the machine shop, 
Of necessity this increased cost of labor was re- 
flected in the increased cost of coal to the con-
